Underwood Golden Touch Typewriter, with generous usage of White-Out, and the postage was Fifteen (15) Cents to 
mail! That was twenty-five years ago, and I still have that typewriter! 


Both numismatics----organized numismatics and our coin hobby, ‘the world of money’----plus our World 
have spin and changed much over these past twenty-five years, and any of us here now and there then would 
comment and confirm the like observation. 


When I began NCNA HEADS AND TALES, with nothing more than a willingness and gamble to do 
something, with no idea or concept of how or what to do, nothing, absolutely nothing, would have predicted nor 
convinced me that a quarter century later, I continue, All that was advanced to me was $300.00 and the well-wishes 
of the Association’s Board of Directors. That was it. Yet, I have continued to this very Issue.

Numismatic Society, Redwood Empire Coin Club, San Francisco Coin Club, San Jose Coin Club, 
and Vallejo Numismatic Society. Someone might identify these initial eleven local coin clubs as the 
‘Pioneers’. Needless to say, for over a quarter century, these ‘Branch Mint Reports’ have evolved into the 
major coverage of and purpose for NCNA HEADS AND TALES. These ‘Reports’ have documented the 
times, lives, events, and names of northern California organized numismatics. So To Begin The Next 
Quarter Century, Read On. 


ALAMEDA COIN CLUB j Expressed its recent sorrow and sympathy with the passing of 
KAREN GOMES, who was “a longtime support of the Club” and passed away this past March. The 
March 2006 THICK AND THIN TIMES, the monthly newsletter of the ACC, republished Your Editor’s 
‘Helpful Hints For Local Coin Clubs’ as was issued in his December 2005 STAN-O-GRAM. Vhanks For 
The Gesture! At the February 7, 2006 ACC meeting, GORDON R. DONNELL displayed over five (5) 
items as his ‘Show ‘n Tell’ “from the FUN Show”, meaning the gigantic Florida United Numismatist 
January 2006 Show, which is strange since he did not attend it!

REDWOOD EMPIRE COIN CLUB NCNa4ers, Your Editor Reports The News, From The 
March RECC’s monthly newsletter: ‘There was another shooting incident recently involving a Vice-

A RARE AND WORTHY EVENT 
25 YEARS OF HARD WORK

NCNA is privileged to celebrate two anniversaries this year, 
both involving the club bulletin. The first is a milestone 
of time; the bulletin celebrates its forty-fifth year. The 
second is an event that is rare in any organization, not to 
mention an expression of academic quality. It is the 
twenty-fifth year of NCNA Heads and Tales, (H/T) written and 
published all of that time by Michael S.(Stan) Turrini. 


The level of this achievement is realized only when one 
considers all of the conditions that must be met in order 
for it to happen. 


The editor must be able organize material and express it in 
writing. The ability and patience to write, month after 
month and year after year cuts out probably 90 percent of 
club members, members who, fortunately, are skilled in other 
tasks. The ability to organize is essential. This writer 
remembers one very devoted editor in one club, whose 
bulletins resembled letters to Aunt Jane. One had to red 
every word of the bulletin to find essential information. 
Michael, it is rumored, has a magna cum laude from San 
Francisco State. This writer did not achieve anything close 
Lo chat. 


The ability to type is critical. Remember, if you will, 
that H/T began year before the word processor became 
available to anyone but high level professional secretaries. 
It was the day of manual typewriters and snowpake or 
whiteout, where accuracy rather than speed was at a premium. 


The editor has to remain close to the action. This means 
participating at a high level in the day-to-day activities 
of the organization and attendance at nearly all regular 
meetings and board meetings. Oh yes, it is nice if the 
editor also collects coins. 


Life pattern changes play an enormous role in longevity of a 
bulletin editor. Re-location from one area to another will 
usually result in a change in club bulletin editors, if not 
initially, certainly with in relatively short time. Change 
in family responsibility create competition for anyone’s 
time. Two different soccer (or baseball) leagues at the 
same time are activities that must be enjoyed while one can, 
lest they be forever lost. The difference is oftr taken 
DE Goi Club activities 


The activity level of the organization must remain at a 
level, not merely to survive but to stimulate. Ask 
yourself, how many coin clubs in existence thirty years ago 
no longer exist today. This writer has prepared news 
letters for four clubs that eventually ceased to exist. 


; 
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The mere test of time is a significant one. How many 
persons will actually prepare bulletins, meet deadlines, and 
print and mail them for twenty-five years. Not many! 


Also, the club must be willing to keep the editor. This is 
rarely a problem, but when it is, the results are tragic. 


HISTORICAL NOTE: The first NCNA editor was Lillian Hooker. 
She mailed to the club and the members the minutes of each 
meeting and details of the upcoming NCNA show when it was in 
its infancy. Kathy Muller produced the bulletins ina 
standard bulletin format in 1964. She continued in this 
post until mid-1966, when her husband went out of the coin 
business and coin clubs were replaced with other priorities. 
The writer was editor from 1966 through 1972, and has issued 
occasional material for the club’s anniversary. Michael 
Turrini founded H/T in 1981. 


The writer is the founding editor of the Peninsula Coin Club 
bulletin and the founder of the current San Jose Coin Club 
publication.
